Avon and Fremont Townships 



are the most populous and could 
conveivably send two or possible 
three representatives with the 
other townships dividing the 
remainder ^^ :; ^ 

The~~fcbunty board controls 
matters that concern zoning, 
building and development, as well 
as the proposed county-wide 
sewage and water facilities. 

The real significance of the 
matters very often escapes the 
public. 

By, controling zoning, housing 
developments destined to bring 
millions of dollars into this fast 
growing township could be in the 
hands of those with no ptarticular 
concern for our needs. ^^^^

buOding and development, with 
regard to the proposed 
multi-million dollar, county-wide,

A second proposal, 
H.R.2266, was presented last 
week as an amendment to the

Qbviousty, 
school busing is not always the 
simple, pat, answer; Nor should 
school busing be prohibited by 
the Constitution or by a 
deliberate restriction on the 
use of funds where busing can 
help achieve a higher quality of 
education.

However,' apijproval of the 26th Ammendment, 
lowering the voting age to 18, has provided them with 
the opportunity' of having then: voice acknowledged. 

Nevertheless, it appears that many young adults are 
not overly excited, based on the low numbers of 18 to 
20 year old voter regiistrants. Perhaps the ambivalent 
rhetoric that they have distained is becommg the 
vocabulary of youth. 

Supposedly, many feel that their vote constitutes an 
exercise in futility. They reason, perhaps, that their vote 
will have no real bearing on the outcome of elections 
and cannot immediately effect the change they feel is so 
urgently needed. 

Maybe it's a lot easier to be a '* Weekend Peace 
Warrior." To think of meetings as only social gatherings 
and not to consider them the instruments of change that 
they cap and should be. 

' Young Americans have now reached a symbolic 
crossroad. They must now "Convert their good words 
into good deeds." 

If they organize, register, support or run candidates, 
they have a realistic chance to alter those parts of the; 

^^system, which do indeed, requue revision. 

:., If, however, they decline the opportunity, they will 
find their voice muted and their message unheeded. 

' If^ybting people truely want change installed, 
priorities re-evaluated, institutions altered and the 
^ality of American life upgraded, they must follow 
through on the issues they have championed or fall into; 
the dull complacency which they attack.

SCHOOL BUSING 

The question of school 
busing seems to have landed 
squarely in the lap of the - 
.United States Congress. The 
issue was created by decisions 
of the United States Supreme 
Court and other Federal, 
tribunals ; which liave directed 
school desegregation in such a 
manner that. busing is required 
in order to move students from 
one school to another. The 
added expense of such 
transportation raises a demand 
for added "federal aid** to 
fulfill the mandates of these 
Federal court decisions. 

Notwithstanding this 
pressure for Federal funds^ the 
Congress has adopted language 
in earlier appropriation bills 
prohibiting expenditures of 
funds to achieve '*racial 
balance." However, this 
language seems not to have 
retarded desegregation 
dGicisions»nor the continued^ 
expansion of school busing 
programs. Several measures are 
pending in the Congress which 
affect, this issue.., 

JF*irst, a Constitutional 
Amendment embodied in H. J. 
Res. 620 provides specifically 
that "No public school student 
shall, because - of his race, 
creed, or color be assigned or 
required to attend a particular 
school" This measure which is 
pendbig before the Rules 
^ Committee is also the subject

family's standard of living.. If a 
family was financially unable 
to help with college , a student 
could get full help irrespective 
of costs. The philosophy was 
that any intellectually able 
student would have the 
opportunity for higher 
education in the college of his 
choice. As federal assistance is 



dedjcasing, it appears that thm 
financial demands oh families 
will be ^eater and unless 
planning begins early, 
curtailment of higher 
educational opportunities may 
result. An excellent way to 
provide for funds is a 
compulsory savings plan which 
will provide interest on funds 
saved as well as insurance 
which will ^ guarantee funds 
availability when needed. 
There are~ many companies 
offering such plans whereby 
families may allot funds 
monthly to an insured, interest 
bearing account. For example, 
a family starting, a plan when a 
child was In the first grade 
would have earned $5,234.17 
in interest when ready for 
college, all the time insuranc|e 
included to provide funds in 
the event of disability of the 
wage earner. Informaition on 
plans is available at all local 
schools.
